An outsider who has never witnessed the goings-on inside a 
maximum custody institution at this time of year will wonder 
how the prisoners can say: "Merry Christmas,” and actually 
have a Merry Christmas. 

It’s not easy. However, although Christ .nas behind the walls 
of a maximum custody institution is vastly different from 
Christmas in the free world, it still is basically the same with 
a general air of expectation hovering over the prison. If the 
inmates of any given institution have nothing else, they have 
memories and their thoughts. 

The yuletide atmosphere is instilled in most prisoners, 
Christmas packages from home, which include special gifts, as 
well as food-stuff, can be seen in almost every cell. Those men 
who do not receive anything from the outside are given a 
Christmas package by the" Forgotten Man ” program. Every¬ 
body gets a Christmas package. 

Even Christmas decorations are in sight. The halls of Kilby 
are filled with lights, tinsel, and other Christmas decor. Some 
of the men even decorate their cells, if only with Christmas 
c rrds received. Regardless how, the men of this maximum 
custody institution try to fcrget what they had outside, or 
would have outside, and realty have a Merry Christmas. 

We know that basically, Christmas is the time set aside to 
honor the birth of Christ. We also knew that the modern 
Christmas has turned to a more commercial trend, with the 
kiddies getting the spotlight. We are all for the old, and the 
new conception of Christmas. 

We’re not kiddies - and were not what you would call saints- 
but we hope to have a Merry Christmas, and we wish all of 
you the same.
